REMARKS. 


At the last Annual Town Meeting under Article 21st of the 
warrant, the Town appropriated $3,300 to be expended under 
the direction of the selectmen on the widening of the Pleasant 
St., Bridge over the Charles River in South Natick, as ordered by 
the County Commissioners. Plans and specifications were pro- 
cured and bidscalled for. On the receipts of the latter it was 
found that the amount appropriated was far too small to carry 
out the order. - After consulting a number of citizens interested 
in Town affairs, your Board decided to petition the County 
Commissioners to re-locate Pleasant St., and modify their decreé 
in regard to the Bridge. A largely attended hearing was held, 
as a result of which the following changes were made in the de- 
cree; the width of Pleasant St. should be forty-five instead of 
fifty feet, and one sidewalk should be built on the easterly side of 
the Bridge. A steel sidewalk, at a cost of about $1,000 was 
first considered, but upon thorough investigation it was found 
that the retaining wall was in bad condition and would doubtless. 
require re-laying in a year or two. Under these circumstances, 
your Board decided to extend the arches and re-lay the wall. 
In consideration of the fact that the wall had to come down, the 
County Commissioners ordered, at the suggestion of the Select- 
mén, that the Bridge be widened two feet. The contract for 
this work was awarded to the lowest bidder, P. H. Fitzgerald, 
of New London, Conn., tor $2,745. 

Owing to numerous delays, the season was far advanecd 
before the work was begun, and had it not been for the unsafe 
condition of the sidewalk, your Board would have advised post- 
poning the work until spring. At the present time, the arches 
having been extended and the wall re-laid, the completion of the 
work is deferred till 4 more favorable season. When finished 
the Bridge will be thirty-five feet wide, and will have heavy 
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coping stones on either side, with substantial picket fences, 
making a structure that your Board believes will serve all re- 
quirements for many years to come. 


In re-locating the track of the South Middlesex Street Rail-. 
way Co., on Pond St. the recommendation of the Railway 
Commissioners, that four feet of space should be allowed 
between track and trees, was followed as far as possible. In one 
or two instances however the distance was lessened in order to. 
preserve several fine trees. 


In regard to the Fire Engine House at West Natick, we have. 
to report that the building has been completed and water con- 
nections made, within the appropriation, allowed. This building 
was much needed, and is an ornament to the Town. 


* * * * 


We have also found it necessary to make some repairs on. 
the North Natick Hose House, the sills being badly rotted owing 
to the state of the grade about the building. Some one hundred. 
loads of sand were removed, at no cost to the Town, andthe re- 
pairs most needed were made at an expense of about $35.00. 
The Board would recommend that the building be painted dur- 
ing the coming year. 


It gives the Selectmen great pleasure to inform the citizens 
of Natick of the generosity of Mr. Nathan B. Goodnow in present-- 
ing to the Town a piece of land on North Main St., for the 
purpose of giving greater width to a congested portion of that: 
thoroughfare. 
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The connection of Mr. Frank Atkinson with the Board, 
during the past year has been a source of pleasure to its members, 
and his faithful services have been greatly appreciated.

REMARKS. 


The work of enforcing the laws regulating the sale of intox- 
icating liquors has been carried on with a considerable degree of 
success and we have perhaps accomplished as much as could be 
expected considering the difficulties attending the work. 

From reports that have come to me (not of akind that could be 
used as evidence), I am convinced that certain dealers have not 
conformed to the conditions of their licenses relative to sales 
made to minors. I do not wish to be understood as charging 
that violations have been the rule, but it should be possible to— 
prevent all willful disregard of the law. and although failure 
to prevent it is chargeable to the difficulty in securing evidence 
still these violations are considered as reflecting on the efficiency 
of the police by many persons whose good opinion we desire to 
retain. 

In spite of statements to the contrary, I do not hesitate to say 
that, in the matter of iegal liquor selling, Natick will compare 
favorably with any other license town in the Commonwealth, 
since today there are no unlicensed saloons where the parapher- 
nalia usual to liquor selling can be found, a state of affairs that, 
to my knowledge, has not previously existed. There has been 
eight search warrants issued for liquor and in six places liquors 
were found. | 

The strength of the Police Department is now as small as I 
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have ever witnessed, the total number being but five. In my 
judgment there should be one officer to every 1,000 of population 
as ascertained by National and State census. Iam of the opin- 
ion that this is only a fair allowance, and in view of the 
large territory comprised within the limits of Natick, an increase 
of the force in the near future will become an imperative neces- 
sity if the just claims of people living in unprotected localities 
are considered fairly. 

I should suggest that the town appropriate enough money to 
appoint at least two more officers. The appropriation of last 
year was so small that it was necessary to draw from the appro- 
priation for the enforcement of the liquor law, in order to pay 
the regular patrolmen. 

The duties of the force pertaining to hours are: Dennis T. 
Sweeney, chief, from 7 o’clock a. m. to 6 o'clock p. m. ; Frank 
H. Bunker from 12 o’clock m., to 12 p. m.; Herman Godendorf 
and Patrick R. Slamin from 6 o’clock p. m. to 4.80 a. m., at 
Natick and Charles Schneider from 6 o’clock p. m. to 4.30 a. m. 
at So. Natick. Wm. J. Godendorf did duty Sundays at So- 
Natick, during the months of May, June, Ju y and August, from 
9 o’clock a. m. to 9. p.m. George Nutt, court officer. 

Thus you see that the centre of the town has been left with 
only two officers after midnight where heretofore there have been 
three. Felchville has been without an officer owing to the scar- 
city of funds. 

In conclusion, I wish to acknowledge my obligations to the 
Honorable Board of Selectmen and to Trial Justice Mulligan for 
valuable advice in perplexing matters pertaining to police affairs ; 
also to all citizens for their interest in the welfare of this depart- 
ment. The officers of this department are deserving of commen- 
dation for the cheerful manner in which they have performed 
the increased work that I have found it necessary to put upon 
them. I am pleased to say that I have yet to hear of a single 
murmur.

Report of Superintendent of Fire Alarm Telegraph, 


The report of the telegraph branch of your Department from: 
May 6th, 1899, to February 1st, 1900, is herewith submitted. 
The first duty was getting a set of line tools, vises, pliers, etc., 
had all vanished, there were no pins, brackets, or insulators, and 
in case of any serious derangement of the lines, prompt repairs. 
were impossible. The 14 miles of wire reported as being in 
stock in last report has thus far. failed to materialize. The Sys- 
tem is working satisfactorily, every box pulled having worked 
correctly, The whistle has been taken down and overhauled,. 
and some trouble in the whistle machine remedied. About 
three-quarters of a mile of wire has been added, also 1 box, No.. 
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tsa at the Morse Hospital and paid for by the Trustees 
institution. No. 4 circuit from box 26, at East Central 
Prion Sts. to box 823 on Glen St., has been rebuilt and 
Py placed on top arm of poles set by N. E. Tel. and Tel. Co. In 
ay opinion all of our fire alarm wires should either be on those 
poles, or on poles owned by the town, away from all light and 
ower wires. A much needed tree trimming has been done on 
‘the circuits, all boxes painted, and new keyholders signs put 
: ae where needed. The loop running from South Natick to 
ittle South will reqnire new cross-arms this year, while the 
_ North Natick loop is in a rickety condition and will need imme- 
a : ia attention. Divers communications have been received from 
. he Electrical Debt. of the B. & A. R. R. in regard to wires 
= str ung on their property, and which cross their traeks at points 
where there are no streets. Would recommend said wires be 
_ me oved and avoid all further controversy. Would also suggest 
1s me that the lines on Cochituate St. in front of Johnson Dale and 
ih “ Aldrich’ s factory be moved to the south side of the street. Then 
in case of fire the department can handle their ladders quicker 
ior nd better, and the disablement of two circuits prevented. Two 
ee boxes should be placed in service this coming year, one at 
g orth Avenue and Marion Sts., one at North Main and Fisher 
a Sts. In conclusion, I wish to thank the Natick Gas and Electric 
pe. also the N. E. Tel. and Tel. Co. for courtesies extended 
tag the past year.

REMARKS. 


The condition of the fire department when the present board 
took control was far from being good. Repairs on houses and 
apparatus had been put off from year to year unul it had reached 
the limit, and although our hands were tied by lack of funds there 
being but two thousand, five dollars and eighty-nine cents of our 
appropriation of $5500 left for our use by the previous board, 
it would have been very bad judgment on our part to have let 
some things gone further. The Central House needed extensive 
repairs also the house at South Natick. 

The Fire alarm had been a source of trouble and extra ex- 
pense the two years previous, but was immediately put in perfect 
running order by the original superintendent Mr. J. G. Manuel 
who has charge of it at present. The apparatus wanted paint- 
ing and varnishing and after due consideration we concluded that 
it was economy to have it done at once. 

A substitute steamer was hired and steamer one (which has 
been in service over nine years) was examined by an expert who 
discovered that the boiler needed repairs and he condemned it for 
further use until what he recommended was done. It has also 
been insured against accident for three years. 

Both steamers have been painted and varnished and put in 
good shape, also Hose 2 and 8, and with proper care will last 
for a long time. 

The Truck as has been mentioned by previous board is not | 
strong enough for the service. It was built to be run by hand, but 
since it has been drawn by horses, heavier ladders have been placed 
on it and with the men who are obliged to ride to fires, make it 
top heavy and unsafe; we recommend a modern truck and ad- 
vise that it be procured immediately. Hose 1 and 4 should be 
painted and varnished in the near future. 

We deem it our duty to mention what we consider danger- 
ous practice, that is allowing the horses to go long distances from 
the station. 
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Ve > will cite a case which occured this summer at the fire of 
W W. Cobbs factory. We were obliged to hire five horses at 
e of $12.50 and the truck which should be the first on 
aia was the last, the men being compelled to stack up 
ait reach the fire on the roof. You can imagine our pre- 
- me nt if it were some other large building where boxes could 
De used i in place of ladders, therefore if you want quick and 
ood service you must give us control of another horse.

The board of health herewith present their annual report

oe apers. At the last annual town meeting, under article 32, two 
hundred dollars was appropriated by the town for the purpose of

nuisances, some few of which were of an aggravated nature re- 
quiring immediate attention, while others scarcely merited the 
consideration of this board. 


SEWERS. 


The duties imposed upon boards of health by reason of the 
construction of sewers are the most arduous and perplexing of 
any with which they have to deal. If it embraced only those 
whose circumstances were affluent and who would suffer no dis- 
comfort from the attendant expense, there would be no hesitancy 
in urging the early if not immediate connection with the, sewer. 

But we have to deal with a much larger class who are strug- 
gling against the pressure of the times, and whose families have 
to exercise the most rigid economy to meet their daily necessities 
as well as provide means often to meet a heavier obligation rest- 
ing upon their modest homes. There are at present 327 com- 
plete street connections with the sewer, in 19 of which the work 
ends at the outside of the cellar wall. Six of the above were 
made in 1896, and the plnmbing remains unfinished. Ninety- 
five connections have been made the past year, and 13 of this 
number have not completed the plumbing. 


A petition was received from the Woman’s Christian T’em- 
perance Union, followed later by a like petition from the 
Workers Union, praying that this board adopt an ordinance 
prohibiting spitting on the public sidewalks, &c. Meeting with 
favorable consideration, the following notice was posted through- 
out the town: 


SPITTING. 


OFFICE OF THE BoarpD oF HEALTH, t 
Natick, Mass. 


Spitting upon any of the sidewalks, cross walks or public 
places of the town of Natick is hereby declared to be a nuisance 
and dangerous to the public health. Whoever violates this regu- 
lation shall be punished by a fine not exceeding ten dollars.

RENTALS.

EXTENSIONS. 


We recommend that the sewer be extended through High- 
s d street the coming year. Abbuttors have asked for same, 
and it will pay sufficient interest on the money expended. We

recommend the completion of the filter bed begun the past year, 
and not finished on account of lack of funds. 

We recommend the laying of pipes from Lake Meadow to 
pumping station for a water supply for condensing purposes, a 


license having been procured the past year from the Metro- | 


politan Water Board for this purpose, free of charge. 


ENGINEER’S COTTAGE. 


The house was constructed the past year and was occupied 
by the engineer January Ist. It is a good serviceable house. 
The sum appropriated for its construction $1,800.00 was hardly 
sufficient to fit it up with modern conveniences. The large in- 
crease in cost of all building material was largely the cause of 
our inability to build the house within the appropriation, but the 
necessity of having the house was so great, that we felt justified in 
building it so that it would compare favorably with the station 
and surroundings. The outstanding bills in this connection 
amount to $317.04. 


OUTSTANDING CLAIMS. 


The bill of J..M. Forbush & Co. for the Guarantors 
Insurnce Co., balance due $225.77 with interest. This was on 
policy from June, 1896 to June 1897. We have caused an arti- 
cle to be inserted in the town warrant, so that the citizens may 
act on the justice of the claim.

CONSTRUCTION. 


apt Work on Clarendon street was begun May 8th with a force 
pat men, gradually increasing to 23 men as the work pro- 
ressed. 

_ Very coarse, dry gravel was encountered the entire length 
of the street, rendering the work necessarily laborious and slow. 
Eleven ‘ Y’s” and 354 feet of 8-inch pipe were laid, and 
one manhole was built. The average depth of cutting was 6 
eet. The work occupied four and one-half days. Pay-roll ex-. 
pense incurred, $126.85. Material, construction of manhole,

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pill of civil engineer and all other items of expense, $130.30. 
Total cost of street, $257.15. 

Work on Florence street extension was begun May 15 with 
a force of ten men. The material found here was clay and hard 
pan, very wet. According to the original plans. 150 feet of pipe 
was to be laid and the engineer worked on that basis. The 
work was progressing very satisfactorily when an unforeseen 
obstacle presented itself in the shape of the water main which 
showed itself at the point where we contemplated building the 
manhole. | 

The water main had cut across the street, deviating from its 
course to such an extent that it made its appearance in our trench 
at the 125 feet mark. We intended building the manhole at the 
150 feet mark. 

Your attention was called to the matter at the time, and it 
was decided to build the manhole at the 125 feet mark, for to ex- 
tend it beyond the 150 feet mark would bring it on land of F. L. 
Ferrin, who objected to its being placed there. This point being 
decided, the work was pushed to its completion. 

Four ‘‘ Y’s” and 120 feet of 8-inch pipe were laid and one 
manhole was built, requiring three and one-half days. Labor | 
expense incurred, $63.09. For material and all other items of 
expense, $64.86. Total expense, $127.95; 


ALLEN COURT. 


There was no appropriation made for the extension of the 
sewer through this street, but at the persistent request of the 
local Board of Health, who declared this court to bea nuisance | 
and a menace to the public health, it was decided to extend the 
sewer through this street. The unexpended balance from work 
done on Clarendon and Florence streets was used for this pur- 
pose. 

Work was begun June 21st with a force of 10 men and oc- 
cupied four days, including time given to six house connections, 
which were made while main trench was open. The anticipated 
revenue from these six connections will be about $30.00 per 
annum, which will amply repay the town.for the money ex- 
pended. Gravel, dry clay and hard pan was the material found.

In the construction of this house, the department has furmished 
es ‘the town a serviceable, commodious dwelling. It was extremely 
necessary that it should be built so that the Engineer could be at 
%: _ or about the station at all times, and our valuable interest in this 
direction will be better protected by his living so close to the 
. station. 
fe ‘The construction of the house gave the department much con- 
cern, as the sum appropriated, $1,800,00, was found inadequate 
to build a house with all the modern convenicnces. This was 
_ caused chiefly on account of the increased cost of all building ma- 
terial, and it was deemed advisable to build the house in keeping 
‘with our beautiful station. The grading and beautifying the 
4 the grounds should be done in the spring. There are a few 
outstanding bills against the department under this heading. 
bc It is connected with the sewer, entrance being made through 
the wall of the station on the west side, through the cement floor 
in the pump room downward through into the pump well. A 
| water connection has also been made, the supply coming from _ 
the artesian well at the front of the station. 
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Work on the construction of this bed, No. 14, was begun 
ts Sept. 5, with a force of six men, gradually increased to 20 men 
. .and 6 teams. Much preparatory work had been done, however, 
A previous to this date, such as cutting the underbrush which had 
ee grown to an alarming extent since the area was cleared two years 
previous. ‘The soil of the bed at the southern part, embracing 
nearly one half of its area, was composed of loam reaching toa 
depth of 3 1-2 feet which had to removed before we reached 
tut sand. The whole surface was covered with underbrush and 
stumps and the greater part of the first week was devoted to 
-grubbing which was slow, laborious work. The southwestern 
| tA corner of the bed was very low and at least four feet of sand will 


¥ 
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be required for filling to bring it to proper grade. The northern 
section was {10m 6 inches to 18 inches to high necessitating a 
cutting to grade and as it was sand, it was used for filling pur- 
poses at the southern part. 

Before the work was begun I was firmly convinced that the 
sum appropriated, $500.00 was altogether too small an estimate 
to construct the bed properly, build and grade the banks, lay the 
pipe, build two man holes etc. As it was very necessary that as 
much of the bed should be built as was possible, to prepare for 
the anticipated heavy flow during the winter, I reported to you 
my progress stating it would be advisable to prepare the surface 
of the bed, build the banks up to the pipe line, and prepare the 
bed for an emergency flow. 

This you instructed me to do, and I have prepared it so it can 
be relied upon to safely handle a twenty-four hours flow. To 
complete the bed and have it compare favorably with those al- 
ready built will require a further appropriation of $300.00, and 
it is extremely necessary that itshould be completed and put in- 
to commission. I have usedthe bed several times and find it 
works well, but slowly. 

Total labor expense incurred. : 4 : $445 41 


HousE CONNECTIONS. 


Work in this department commenced the first week in April 
and closed the middle of December. There were ninety-five 
connections made during the year at a total cost of $1,834.02. 
The total number of connections at the close of 1899, 346, of 
which number 327 are using the sewer, 202 having metered 
water supply and 125 pay by fixture rate. The total income 


anticipated from these sources ending December 31st, 1899, is © 


$2,968.40, subject to abatement, etc. ‘Total house connection 
pay roll, $988.84. 

It is very evident that the income anticipated from con- 
tributors will be very materially reduced through the introduc- 
tion of water meters every six months. To counteract this, a 


very earnest effort should be made on the part of the abuttors, | 


who have not connected, to do so at once and become users. 
Stringent rules should be established governing those persons 


oc =.=. 
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who willfully defy law and common decency by not connecting 
when notified. 


FLUSHING. 


The system was inspected and flushed in April, July and 
November. On account of the unusually dry summer, a careful 
watch was kept from time to time of the condition of the pipes 
on Morse, Church, Common and School streets, where the 
grade is slow, to see that no obstruction retarded the flow. The 
April inspection showed considerable water and sand in the 
South Main street line, in fact the whole section south of East 
Central street contained sand and water in considerable quanti- 
ties. The sand is forced along by the flow, and when it reaches 
the receivers at the pumping station, it is drawn through the 
pumps, causing them great damage, necessitating frequent and 
costly repairs. 

The section north of the B. & A. R. R. was ina very good 
condition, being exempt from any great amount of deposit, sand 
or water. In July Washington ayenue,.from North Main to 
West Central streets, was dragged with heavy chains, there 
being about 6 inches of sediment along the whole line, and no 
amount of water would dislodge it, and we were obliged to re- 
sort to dragging to attain the desired results. In November the 
entire system was inspected and flushed in a very thorough man- 
ner, leaving it in an excellent sanitary condition until spring. 
Users should exercise more care and not allow anv refuse to 
enter the sewer which has a tendency to obstruct the flow. 
Articles removed from the screens at the pumping station show 
conclusively that much carelessness abounds, never giving a 
thought to the injury done to the pumps by such negligence. 

The grade on Morse, Church, Common and School streets 


being slow, a liberal use of water by users on these lines for 


flushing purposes would be very beneficial. As a matter of fact. 
the chief aim is to remove the waste water before even the be- 
ginning of decomposition, absolutely prohibiting any deposits of 
matter in the sewer. Main sewers as a rule have a sufficient 
flow to prevent deposit, but the laterals depend entirely upon the 
small amount from the few houses on the street. Hence the 


IIlO 


importance of a liberal use of water to keep the sewer in a per- 
fect sanitary condition. 


FILTER BEDs. 


The six beds were utilized by the Overseers of the Poor 
Department the past summer for the cultivation of corn. About 
800 bushels of corn were realized, and considering the very dry 
summer, the beds having received but little sewage, the result 
was most gratifying. The cultivation of the beds assists them 
very materially, and I would recommend a continuance of the 
same each year. New handles for the gates were procured, 
substituting }-inch iron in place of 3-inch, the latter being too 
slight for the work required. 


PUMPING STATION. 


Our pumping plant is in a very good condition. A few 
necessary repairs were made during the year. The copper con- 
ductor was ina very leaky conditon, and it was repaired at a 
very slight expense. With your approval, I had a door cut 
through from the boiler room to the pump room, which was very 
much needed. 

The condensing pumps were in a bad condition and it was. 
necessary to have them repaired. The injury to these pumps: 
is ofa very serious nature, caused by our being obliged to condense 
on sewage, not having sufficient water for all purposes. 

The artesian well driven at the front of the station furnishes 
water enough for the boilers but not enovgh for boilers and for 
condensing purposes. It was very evident that something should 
be done whereby the station could have a_ sufficient supply of 
water for all purposes at all times. [It was not deemed advisable 
to sink another well on account of the great expense it would 
entail, hence the only practical way was to secure the right to 
draw water from Lake Cochituate Meadow (so called). With 
this in view, with your approval, I began correspondence with 
the Metropolitan Water Board, stating our wants and requesting 
a license for the privilege of drawing water from this source, 
free of charge. Asst. Engineer Sherman was sent out here to 
look over the ground, and our plans were explained to him 
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whereby we could draw the water and allow it to run back again 


into the meadow through drain ‘pipes laid in the same trench 


with the water supply pipes. 


In due time, after carefully considering the existing condi- 
tions, the Metropolitan Water Board granted our request and 
have issued a license to the town of Natick which gives us the 
privilege of drawing water from this source, free of charge. By 
condensing with sewage, as at present, we are obliged to pump 
the sewage twice, whereas by taking our supply from the meadow, 
we pump it once and allow it to run back into the meadow. It 
can be seen at a glance that there will be a big saving in coal, 
when it is taking into consideration the fact that from 2,500 to 
3,000 gallons of water an hour are required to operate the air 
pumps. This work should be done early in the spring and I 
would recommend that a sum not exceeding $175.00 be appro- 
priated for this purpose. 

By consulting the report of the engineer on a subsequent 
page, you will note that the total pumpings for the year ending 
Jan. 31, 1900, was 165,589,490 gallons, as compared with 
184,188,241 gallons in 1898. The former amount represents the 
pumpings for 13 months, as it was desirable that the pumping 
report should close with the end of our fiscal year Jan. 31st. 

The maximum pumpings occurred in March, reaching 
33,181,234 gallons and the minimum in August, 4,999,280: 
gallons. The spring season being wet and the summer very dry, 
accounts largely for the great difference in the pumpings for these 
two months. The leaks repaired in June made a decided de- 
crease in the pumpings, no doubt. 


MAINTENANCE. 


A thorough inspection in April disclosed the fact that there 
were several serious leaks in the system in different parts of the 
town. At that time the volume of ground water which found 
its way into the pipes was very great, consequently the leaks 
from the sides or on the top were the only ones that could be 
located. Those existing under the flow line could not be de- 
tected unless the leak was of sufficient force to perceptibly dis- 
turb the flow of the sewage, which latter could not be done, 
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unless by springs in the ground bubbling up with much force. 

Two very serious leaks were located on South Main street, 
about midway between Walcott and Cross streets. The first one ~ 
was very serious indeed. When the pipe was uncovered we 
found that eighteen feet of pipe had settled about 4 inches below 
grade, the joints were disconnected as a natural consequence, 
and the pipe was broken in several places, allowing the water to 
pour in in great quantities. The sheeting had been left in when 
the trench was back-filled, which was very fortunate, as we en- 
countered much water, being obliged to keep two men con- 
stantly at the pump while repairs were being made. As to 
the probable cause, upon close inspection, the conclusion was 
reached that if the bottom braces had been removed before the 
back-filling was done, the damage would not have occurred. 
The earth had been thrown back and not properly tampered, and 
the increasing weight of the filling pressed the braces downward 
until they rested on the pipe, and subsequent settling pressed 
them further, with the result that the pipe having reached a firm 
bottom something had to give way, and the pipe being the 
weaker naturally yielded to the pressure from above, causing 
them to settle and break. One joint had no cement whatever, 
simply a strand of jute. We removed the bottom braces and 
eighteen feet of pipe, and relaid eighteen feet of new pipe in a 
firm bottom, reinforced by gravel and plank. 

The second leak was fifty feet north of the first one, and 
while not so serious, great quantities of water were admitted 
into the pipes. Probable cause, same as the first leak, in not 
removing the bottom braces. About 15 feet of pipe had set- 
tled 3 inches below grade, loosening the cement at the joints, 
allowing the water to pour in. ‘The pipe, being uninjured, was 
brought to proper grade, the foundation made firm with concrete 
and plank and joints properly cemented. 

Two serious leaks were discovered on Elm street about 15 
feet on either side of manhole, midway between Pond and West 
Central streets. The cut at this point is 20 feet, and both 
trenches were opened at the same time, close sheeting being 
used, as the old sheeting had been cut off to within 6 feet of the 
bottom. On the north side of the manhole the pipe was found 
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to be strongly reinforced with concrete, but broken at one place, 
directly over the spot where the leak was located. <A defective 
joint was the cause of the leakage. The leak was stopped and 
the hole filled in with cement and screened gravel and well 
**tamped.” On the south side of the manhole the pipe was not 
laid in concrete, and the leak, also caused by defective joint. was 
readily found and stopped, cement and screened gravel being 
used. 

The line-of pipe along Elm street was apparently in good 
condition, except at the points mentioned herein. <A serious 
defect was located on Cochituate street directly in front of the 
office of Union Lumber Co. The cut at this point is 18 feet, 
and 6-inch pipe chimneys were built up to within 8 feet of the 
surface. A 12x6 Tee branch was used, and it was found this 
had collapsed, allowing the line of pipe chimneys to go through 
and rest on the bottom of the 12-inch main pipe. 

This naturally obstructed the flow, as large quantities of 
stone and earth had found their way into the.pipe. thus adding 
to the obstruction. In fact, so much earth had fallen through 
into the pipe, that the ground overhead up to within four feet of 
the surface was very loose and porous. Considering the amount 
of heavy traffic on this street and its treacherous condition at this 
point, it would be only a matter of a short time before a com- 
plete cave would follow. 

Thorough repairs were made with concrete and a new line of 
pipe chimney was laid. All these repairs were heavy and ex- 
pensive, especially where the cut was of great depth, demanding 
close sheeting, but they were extremely necessary. 

Small leaks were discovered in several man_ holes, and 
repaired when found. The supply shed on So. Avenue leaked 
badly on the roof and was repaired by shingling. Had a door 
broken through form the boiler room to the pump room at the 
Pumping Station, a very great convenience to the Engineer. 

New handles for the gates at the filter farm were procured. 

Purchased 350 feet of hose from the Fire Department to be 
used in flushing. The sum of $225.00 was expended under this 
heading for actual repairs and the hose. 

The money expended in repairing leaks was used to good 
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advantage, the result being very noticeable at the pumping” 
station in a short time after repairs were completed.

The demand for temporary aid has continually increased. 
We believe it is better to provide work, thereby preventing per- 
sons from becoming public charges, rather than disburse aid 
which has not been earned. 

Early in the year the Board purchased a wood lot and all 
men, not physically incapacitated, who apply for aid, will be re- 
quired to reimburse the town, by working in the wood _ lot, 
for aid rendered. We believe that this will prove a 
good investment for the town, not only in providing work for 
those worthy, but also in supplying fuel at a minimum cost to 
the town, to the outszde poor. 

The Town Farm shows an increase in expense partly occa- 
sioned by the payment of $600 for the wood lot, $264 for insur- 
ance which expired this year, and $175 for repairs made, and 
for the building of a corn barn. This last expense was _necessi- 
tated by the large amount of corn raised on the sewer beds,— 
about 600 bushels having been harvested this year. 

Mr. and Mrs. Silas Gurney, from Rockland, Mass., having 
been elected Warden and Matron of the Town Farm, assumed 
charge on Nov. 15th. They came highly recommended, 
and we are confident that they will make a good record. 
Already the effect of their energy and business-like management 
is apparent in the improved conditions.

How to discriminate in such cases is 
one of the most intricate problems for any board to decide. It 
is to be hoped, however, that the pride of manhood will ulti- 
ma ely prevail to the end that no one but the infirm and aged 
Z she seek a refuge where they can rightfully and lawfully present 
veir claim.

The auditor respectfully submits the following report of the 

aR work done in that department during the past year. 
oe The books and vouchers of the various departments have 
been examined and compared with the reports as rendered, all of 

which to the best of my knowledge are true. | 

7 In accordance to the instruction of the Town the accounts 
have been examined monthly and all bills have been approved 
an before payment of same and no orders have been drawniin ex- 
2 cess of the appropriation except in payment of interest due on 
} Existing Liabilities and for aid disbursed by the Overseers of the 
eg Poor, as provided in section thirteen of the town By-Laws. 

The first important duty of the auditor was to devise and 
procure suitable books for the Sewer Department, so that the 
serious irregularities, which by the previous defective system of 
accounting in that department was possible, might in the future 
be averted. A new book was also devised for the use of the Fire 
Department, showing at a glance the cost of running its various 
branches. 

An analysis of the appended table and comparison with that 
of my report of-a year ago shows a healthy condition of the 
various departments in relation to their finances, unexpended 
balances being the rule rather than the exception, and a propor- 
tionate decrease of overdrawn accounts and unpaid bills. In 
justice to the school department it is but fair to state that $167.13 
of the unpaid bills were contracted for next years supplies and 


142 


hence should not be included in the expenses of this year. 

In examining the accounts of the Collector of Taxes I find 
there are uncollected assessments for work done on concrete side- 
walks as far back as 1891. Bills have been rendered to the 
abuttors who for various reasons refuse to pay the same. 
As these bills constitute an important item in the resources - 
reported by the Treasurer, it; would seem advisable that some 
measure be adopted whereby they can be collected. 

It is both a pleasure and a duty to report that there has been. 
a marked improvement in the general management of the 
department matters which most concern the auditor.

REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The work of our schools during the year ending january 31, 
1900, and their present condition and needs are so fully set forth 
in the accompanying report of the Superintendent of Schools as » 
to render any extended remarks by the committee unnecessary. 
That report has received our endorsement. ‘There is one matter, 
however, to which we desire to call the special attention of our 
citizens. The school accomodations north of the Boston & Al- 
bany railroad have been for several, years inadequate and un- 
satisfactory. Although attention has heretofore been called to 
this fact by the committee, yet the large expense involved in its 
remedy and the financial condition of the town have led us to 
delay making any specific recommendations in relation thereto. 
The matter cannot, however, in justice to the pupils under our 
care be longer postponed. After careful consideration, we 
unanimously recommend the erection this year of an eight-room 
biulding to be located at the most convenient point for the pupils 
of the Bacon, Cochituate and Felchville districts, and the aban- 
donment of the Felchville and Bacon buildings. It would re- 
quire an expenditure of several thousand dollars to put these 
buildings in proper repair, to furnish them with modern heating 
and ventilating apparatus, and to provide suitable exits and safe- 
guards against fire; and when this had been accomplished they 
would still be inadequate to provide for proper classification and 
grading of the pupils. Moreover, no relief would be afforded 
from the overcrowding in the Wilson building now due to the 
fact that all pupils in the Bacon district after passing the sixth 
grade, and all in the Felchville district after passing the seventh, 
are obliged to enter the Wilson school, there being no provision 
tor such pupils north ot the railroad. The proposed new build- 
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foe vould obviate all these difficulties; the Barats would be 


prog .) erly housed, the sanitary conditions would be corrected, the 
K overc owding avoided, the grading and classification perfected, 
re expenditure of several thousand dollars upon these old build- 
s prevented, and an adequate provision made for the growth 
of this section of the town for many years to come. ‘This pro- 
vision for the future is a point of economy often overlooked 
er a Bithiructing new school buildings. 
_-—s- The needs of West Natick also demand careful considera- 
ro ion. The school-house of this district is a single-roomed struct- 
‘abd situated on Mill street nearly half a mile north of Central 
; fet street at a point inconvenient for most of the pupils of this sec- 
: tic . Nine-tenths of the children live either on Central street or 
‘s south of it. There are very few pupils living nearer than one- 
hay ps of the school. In recent years the children of this dis- 
rict have been allowed to attend the Pond street or Wilson 
~ Sck “iad and most of them have availed themselves of the privi- 
_ lege. The Pond street school has now become so overcrowded 
zi that it will be necessary for the pupils of West Natick to return 
eer own district. This part of the town is growing, and to 
adequately provide for the children the school should be located 
nearer the centre of population, and not far from the electric 
eins The land north of the new hose house is owned by the 
wn, and would bea good location for a new school house. 
9 Po provide for prospective growth a four-roomed building 
should be erected, although at present it would be necessary to 
~ furnish only two rooms. Suitable school accommodations seem 
>b 2 the one thing required to meet the needs of this part of the 
_ town and to make it a very attractive residental locality. The 
tg citizens of that section ask for such a building. Their request is 
a rea sonable and should be granted.

The facts that Natick has- not a modern school building 
within her borders, that of her twelve buildings only two fully 
comply with the legal requirements in regard to heating, ven- 
tilation and fire-escapes, and that some of the buildings are en- 
tirely unfit for school use, may not be pleasant ones, but they are 
facts, nevertheless, to which she should give her immediate atten- 
tion. It is not a question of ordinary repairs, but of new build- 
ings, or a complete renovation and transformation of the old 
ones. 

The most pressing needs are at the Felchville, Bacon and 
West schools. Two new buildings, one centrally located north 
of the Boston & Albany railroad, and the other near the hose 
house at West Natick, would solve most satisfactorily the diffi- 
culties involved and, in the end, would prove most economical. 
For proper classification and efficient teaching, for economy in 
equipment, repairs and running expenses, one large building is 
much more favorable than two or three small ones. Upon this 
subject of consolidation Dr. Harris, U. S. Commissioner of 
Education, says : — 

‘* It has been frequently demonstrated and is generally con- 
ceded that it would be better both on economical and on peda- 
gogical grounds to unite the many small and weak schools of a ° 
township, dispersed over a large extent of territory, into a few 
strong, well equipped and well-conducted graded schools, located 
at convenient points.” ao 

- While correcting the local evils provision should be made 
for the pupils north of the railroad and at West Natick during 
the first eight years of school, so as to relieve the overcrowding 
at the Wilson and Pond street buildings. 

The question is one for your committee and the citizens of 
Natick to decide. The physical and educational welfare of @// 
the children involved and the economic interests of the town are 
the important factors; sentiment, exclusiveness and personal 
convenience are entitled to least consideration, 


a 
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Not at THE AGE or Five YEARs. The welfare of the 
child being the chief consideration, it is a mistake to send him 
to school at the age of five years or under. He is far from being 
prepared for school work. His development will be much more 
natural and satisfactory if for two or three years longer he is sent 
to play in the open air and sun light instead of to school and to 
books. During these years the child should be free. It is too 
arly to impose upon him the restraints and civilization of the 
school-room. At five years of age the child is preeminently a 
pupil of nature and of action. His senses are alert, his curi- 
osity is keen, his imagination active and his body fairly charged 
with energy. He is a little Alexander in a new world which 
each day he assays with all his might to know and to conquer. 
From dawn to dusk he investigates, questions, imitates and 
works until his whole being — bone, muscle, brain and mind — 
has been fully exercised. He plays a hundred parts— dog, 
horse, locomotive, merchant, doctor, prince and beggar — and 
acts each completely as he knows it. Eye, ear and fingers are 
busy gathering new ideas which the imagination weaves into a 
web of life to be acted and lived out. Movement seems essen- 
tial to a child’s perception. For him noise is more appropriate 
than silence and action than thought. 

At the age of five the child’s brain is growing rapidly, and 
continues to grow rapidly up to the age of seven, then more 
slowly, attaining its maximum weight at the age of fourteen or 
fifteen, while development or organization is not completed be- 
fore the age of thirty. 

We do not say that a child of five cannot do the work of the 
primary school. The fact is he does’do it every year, but his 
development in brain and muscle has not yet prepared him for 
much of it and therefore it is premature. The result is that, 
although his progress may seem very satisfactory in the lower 
grades, there is a distinct loss in mental grasp and rational 
power in the upper grades. His development is arrested or ren- 
dered defective by our attempts to ignore the lower and funda- 
mental powers and to appeal prematurely to the higher and 
accessory, and the child must pay for our impatience. 
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As long as children enter at the age of five the work of the 
primary school should be greatly modified. 

In the first place, these children should not be confined in 
the school room five hours a day. Half that time for the first 
two years would be a wiser arrangement. It would also be bet- 
ter to drvide a class of forty or fifty into two sections, one sec- 
tion attending in the morning, the other in the afternoon. These 
pupils can do little that they really ought to do at school without 
the teacher, and no teacher can satisfactorily attend to forty or 
fifty primary pupils. The work of the first two grades should 
be reading, — the teacher reading to the children and they learn- 
ing to read, — story-telling, nature study, or observation work, 
color and brush work, motion songs and physical exercise in the 
form of play in the sunlight and open air. 


NumBer Work should be eliminated from the first two 
grades and largely from the third. The Grube method should be 
banished from the schools. _Detailed number drill in these 
grades is premature, and results in a defective mathematical de- 
velopment which clearly shows itself in the upper grades. The 
pupils: may count, make simple measurements and comparisons 
of magnitudes. If the regular number work were to begin in 
the third or fourth grade, the final results would be more nearly 
adequate to the time given to this subject. We are now teaching 
with infinite pains much that would not need to be taught at all 
at a later period when the child is prepared for number study. 
Then numbers would mean something to him from the first. 


Nature Stupy. Childhood is pre-eminently the period of — 


sense development. It is the time for developing the powers of 
observation, and for gathering the elementary ideas from which 
the web of knowledge and thought shall finally be woven. The 


world is fresh and intensely interesting to the child. To him 


sun, moon,'stars‘and storm; bird, beast, flower and running 
brook ; the ways of man and the phenomena of nature, are 
curious and wonderful, and he wants to examine them and to. 
hear about them. Fortunate is he if some intelligent and sym- 
pathetic person is at hand to guide his investigations, to answer 
his questions. and to tell the stories. 
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present we study nature in the most unnatural way — in- 
d of taking the pupils out to nature, we try to bring nature 
» the school-room. There are few things that can be natural 
=; many of the best subjects absolutely refuse to enter. 
“au field and forest are the places best adapted for most of 
e child’s observations. Many of the elementary truths of na- 
2, including geography, can be taught or learned satisfactorily 
where else. A class under the direction of a competent 
eacher would acquire more real knowledge and get more valua- 
Dee waicing, to say nothing of interest and recreation, during an 
_ afternoon's excursion and study afield, than in twice the time 
given to the same subjects in the school-room. Why then do we 
“4 take our classes afield whenever the work of education can 
2 better done there? Chiefly because public opinion says, 
me ope only place to teach and to learn is in the school-room, and 
the teacher who takes her class for out-of-door work me 
"schoo! hours robs the town and wastes the children’s time.’

Childhood is the most 
avorable period of life for developing this power. If ignored 
uring this period the loss is irreparable, and the individual will 
egous life blind and deaf to half the myriad beauties and _ 
ices of nature. So much of creation being shut out, knowl- 
, thought and wholesome pleasure are impoverished to the 
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“The child is first a pupil of nature. If we wisely encourage 
his Bs, she will ever prove his best teacher. Her influence is 
p ure, and love for her will not only shield the child from many 
ue ils, but will lead him to much practical wisdom. To develop 
tl e power of accurate observation, to awaken the mind to a real 
appre iation of beauty, to open the heart to sympathetic relations

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PENMANSHIP is another subject in the teaching of which we 
are at variance with nature. It is not unusual for children in the 
lowest grades to work with pen or pencil from one to two hours. 
a day. Nature says develop the muscles in order from the 
shoulder down to the fingers, but children never use an arm 
movement in writing with pen or pencil. The small accessory 
muscles of the hand and fingers are used constantly, often to the 
point of exhaustion, which the trembling hand reveals, while the 
fundamental muscles of arm and shoulder are as constantly ne- 
glected. Thus the nerve strain is greatly increased, the finger- 
movement, so difficult to overcome, is fostered, the natural order 
of muscular development is reversed and, by being reversed, is 
rendered defective. The final result is the child does not become 
as good a penman as he might have been had a different course 
been pursued and special training left to later grades. 

Writing in the lowest grades should be very largely black- 
board writing, for-it requires the use of the shoulder and arm 
muscles, and gives the learner much better ideas of the letter 
forms. 

We are much too impatient in this matter. We labor for 
immediate results, and drill to refine and perfect the child’s hand 
in the primary school, regardless of nature’s protests. If we 
will be contented to work with nature, instead of trying to super- 
sede her, we shall accomplish more and the child will be better 
trained. 


Home Lessons. As I see it, too much home study is gen- 
erally required of children. Unless it be reading, no home les- 
sons should be assigned below the high school. The require- 
ments should be such that a child of average ability can meet 
them during school hours. Five hours of faithful study is enough 
for a day’s work in the elementary schools. In the high school 
not over one hour’s work should be required outside of the regu- 
lar session. The pupils should be trained to concentrate their 
attention and work rapidly during school hours. If they do this, 
six hours of study each day is enough during the high school 
course. When they enter higher institutions the time may be 


lengthened without danger, provided always, that nourishment, 
sleep and recreation be abundant and regular. 
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EveninG Scuoor. This school was in charge of Mr. A. 
W. Small, sub-master of the High School, as principal, assisted. 
by Miss Emma F. Chater. 

The attendance was small, as it has been for several years.. 
Few of the members desired instruction in elementary studies, 
the general demand being for advanced subjects. Most of those 

“who have attended this school during the last few years have 
either finished the grammar school course or reached the upper 
grades. 

Unless more will avail themselves of the privileges of this. 
school, it seems advisable either to discontinue it or establish an, 
advanced course. 

The cost for each pupil in the average membership this sea- 
son was $18.44. 


Hicu Scudor. In October Mr. John F. McGrath, who 
for over seven years gave such general satisfaction as sub-master 
of this school, was elected to a much more lucrative position in 
Boston.

: Natick, Mass., Feb. 1, 1900. 


To Mr. Frank BE. Parlin, Superintendent of Schools: 


Herewith is submitted my third annual report of the High 
School. 

Since the opening of the fall term in September the school 
has enrolled two hundred and eighty-one pupils. The present 
membership is two hundred fifty-six, of whom one hundred 
eleven are boys, and one hundred forty-five are girls. Of this 
number thirty-seven are seniors, fifty-five are juniors, 

seventy-two are sophomores, eighty-four are freshmen, and eight 
are special students. 

The graduation exercises of the class of 1899 took place in 
Concert Hall on the evening of June 28th. The class secured 
the Weber Male Quartet of Boston to assist in their exercises, 
and defrayed the entire expense of the same out of the proceeds 
of their mid-winter entertainment. Owing to the changes in the 
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courses of study there were no graduates from the three years’ 
course. Following is the program:

Thus it is seen that eight members have entered college, one 
the Institute of Technology, five normal schools, and two are 
pursuing post-graduate courses. 

After paying all expenses of their graduation and reception 
the graduating class placed in the hands of the Principal the bal- _ 
ance of the entertainment fund, to be expended by him for some 
thing useful to the school. This balance amounted to twenty dol- 
lars, and with it have been purchased a set of John Fiske’s histor- 
icalworks, nine volumes in all, and eight volumes of the Ameri- 
can Statesmen series. 

The success of the school in base ball has given rise to some 
critiscism among those who were unacquainted with the condi- 
tion of affairs. It was thought that much time must have been 
given to practice to ensure such results, and that school work 
must have suffered in consequence. This was not the case. 
The matter was under the strict supervision of one of the 
teachers, and no interference with studies was tolerated. 

School work is not neglected but rather increased by reason- 


able participation in athletics. A sentiment of loyalty and good 
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fellowship arises from generous rivalry in athletic sports. Suc- 
cess begets confidence, and gives its possessor courage to over- 
come greater obstacles. 

The courses of study introduced two years ago, while correct 
in general scope and correlation, develop defects which readily 
admit of revision. It is coming more and more to be realized 
that the object of the school is to develop power. Children’s 
minds essentially differ. All cannot be trained advantageously 
by one method and by one set of studies. The individual pecul- 
iarities of each mind should be respected and trained by stud- 
ies which are particularly adapted to it. Hence one pupil is. 
greatly benefitted by the study of language, another by science, a 
third by mathematics or history, and all by manual training. 

Influenced by these considerations progressive high shcools. 
are making their courses of study largely elective, requiring few 
studies of all, and giving a wade freedom of choice among the 
rest. 

I think it would be wise to so modify our courses of study 
that many branches which are now required shall become elec-. 
tive. I suggest the following changes: 

1. That all languages except English be elective. 

2. That the courses in the modern languages be lengthened 
from two to at least three years. 

3. That the study of Civil Government be introduced as an 
elective. 

4, That the courses in Grecian and Roman History be 
strengthened by increasing the time devoted to each. 

5. That the courses in Chemistry and Physics be strength- 
ened by the addition of advanced courses during the senior year. 

6. That the Commercial course be lengthened from three: 
to four years, and be strengthened by the addition of Banking and 
Commercial Geography. 

7. That Manual Training be considered an elective instead 
of an extra. 

I suggest that a minimum amount of work be determined. 
upon as necessary for graduation, and that pupils be allowed to. 
take work in addition to this minimum, with the consent of the: 
Principal. 
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g That in June pupils be required to make their elections for 
___ the ensuing year, and that the requirements be extended to pu~ 
pils in the ninth grade who expect to enter the High School. 
This arrangement would obviate much difficulty and con- 
fusion in making the program at the opening of the fall term, 
= That no class in language be formed for less than five pupils 
and in other branches for less than ten pupils. 
A new and successful innovation has been made in the 
Stenography course. All classes are actively engaged in short- 
hand correspondence with classes in the high schools of Malden, 
Somerville and Watertown, where the Chandler system is used. 
The interest awakened, and the beneficial results arising from 
this practice are exceedingly gratifying. 

The efficiency of this department would be greatly increased 
by the addition of more typewriters to its equipment. This would 
enable each pupil to obtain more practice in the manipulation of: 

_ the machine, and to acquire the speed and accuracy essential to 
| its mastery. 

The majority of our pupils are doing faithful work and mak. 

ing satisfactory progress. There are, and always will be, a few 
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pupils who do not place a proper value upon their advantages, 

and do not make the effort necessary to mental growth. Such 

pupils are a real detriment to their classes and a serious drain 

| upon the teacher. After they have been encouraged to work 

and have been given all necessary assistance, and yet show no 

inclination to perform reasonable tasks and to live up to simple 

requirements, the interests of the school demand their removal. 

rm The amount and quality of work required of a High School 

is constantly increased by pressure brought to bear upon it by 

higher institutions on the one hand, and by public demands upon 

the other. 

) To meet these demands the instruction must become more, 
r concrete and concentrated. Classes must be made smaller to ad- 

P mit of more attention to individual needs. This necessitates an 

increased teaching force. It is not economy to assign to a teach-’ 
er larger classes than she can teach well, nor is it doing justice 


to the pupils themselves.

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Music. The instruction in music has continued under the 
same efficient supervisor as for several years. I herewith sub- 
mit her report. 


REporT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC. 
To the Superintendent of Schools ; 


I herewith submit my annual report of the musicin the pub- 
lic schools of Natick. 

Music is one of the ways in which the soul of man finds ex- 
pression. The expression of music depends primarily upon the 
complete mastery of musical symbols. If the children are to be- 
come proficient in this art, we must place the symbols before 
them until they become so familiar with them that they appear 
as a means to an efid. 

Rote singing forms quite an important feature in all the 
primary grades. For practice in this work, a careful choice of 
songs has been made.from various sources. Songs suited to the 
different seasons of the year are used. Inthe spring bird songs 
and flower songs are taught. Then songs characteristic of 

Thanksgiving and Christmas are given. Another branch of this 
work, isthe motion songs. By giving the children motions with 
these songs I have found that, in some cases, it leads to a better 
understanding of the songs and in all cases to a keener interest 
in them. Some of these songs call for the use of the fingers and 
hands alone, while others call for the use of other and larger 
muscles in a broader way. These songs used frequently through 
the day, serve as a.rest exercise, as well as a means of training” 
the children in perfect tuneful singing. 

The scale is taught first asa rote song, by using some simple 
scale song and then giving tothe tones the syllable names. 
When nearly all the class have mastered the scale, the notation 
’ is presented and from that time symbols are used. 

In the upper grades, as the pupils study the works of some 
of the famous composers I give them short sketches of the lives 
of these great men. To know something about the life of a 
great man, his peculiarities and habits, always arouses an in- 
terest in his music. 
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The work of melody writing which was begun last year has 
been continued this year. A few simple directions and some ex- 
amples of correct melody to serve as a guide, have been given. 
These exercises show the power of tone thought which the pupil 
has acquired. They also show his knowledge of the correct use of 
the symbols. These melodies have been corrected and some of 
the best have been put on the board and sung by the school. 

The dictation work has been carried on in various ways this 
year. I have sung short exercises with ‘‘loo” or some neutral 
syllable and the children have responded, singing with the sylla- 
bles the same tones I sang with ‘‘loo.” Sometimes one child 
sings the notes he has heard ; sometimes a number of children go 
to the board and write the notes; and again, the whole class 
write the notes on paper. Some of the children are becoming 
quite proficient in this work. In some rooms I have selected 
scholars to sing a neutral syllable, some simple combination of 
tones which they have thought of themselves. The other chil- 
dren listen and tell or write what has been sung. In this simple 
way two things are accomplished; first, the tone perception of 
the child is made more accurate and secondly, the power of ex- 
pressing what he hears, by means of musical signs, is increased. 

In schools where two and three part exercises are studied a 
different child is selected to sing each part. This individual 
work gives them independence and confidence in their own ability 
to render the exercises. 

In many schools there has been marked improvement in the 
quality of tone and also in the precision with which the notes 
are attacked. 

The work in the High School has been carried on as before 
and the same system of marking at the music lessons is followed. 
The music as formerly is optional. Both divisions are larger 
than ever before. The senior division of the music class consists 
of a chorus of over one hundred voices. That division is sing- 
ing such choruses as ‘*Lovely Appear” from Gounod’s ‘‘Re- 
demption ; ‘Festival Hymn,” Dudley Buck; ‘Bridal Chorus” 
from Cowen’s, ‘‘Tine Rose Maiden ;” ‘‘Soldiers’ Chorus” from 
Gounod’s ‘‘Faust ;” ‘‘Stars in Heaven ;” Rheinberger; ‘*Gloria” 
from ‘‘Mozart’s Twelfth Mass” and others of the same order. 


o 
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The music in our public schools should do mnch for the 
children ; it should make them capable of appreciating the best 
music; it shonld make them good sight readers; and it should 
give them such training in the fundamental principles of music 
that a good foundation for subsequent study, whether vocal or 
instrumental, will be laid. 

I wish to thank the Superintendent for his generous support 
in the work, and the Committee for their interestin it. The 
teachers I thank for their earnest work and hearty co-operation.

REporT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF DRAWING. 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 

I herewith submit my report of the work done in 
drawing during the past four months, but as the time, which it! 
covers, is but a par? of the year, it must of course, be somewhat 
limited in its scope. 

We educate children to give them, broadly speaking, culture 
—to broaden the horizon of theirlives and to make them better 
citizens By using drawing, as part of the course of study, we 
quicken and stimulate the child’s observation and appreciation of 
the forms and colors around him and thus lead him into a way of 
thinking. often partially or totally foreign to him. 

The aims of a course in drawing should be as follows :— 

I. To lead the children to observe and study nature care- 
fully, minutely, in order to learn to see and to love her many and 
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ar ried beauties and secrets for themselves, not through another’s 


s, ears and fingers. 
| Gis To develop originality—the power of creating new 
forms. | 
_ Ill. To give the children the necessary training, so that they 
| Law. ill be able to express their thoughts as well as the knowledge 
of things they see, skillfully and correctly. The work has been, 
at ‘so far, most satisfactory, both pupils and teachers showing much 
earnestness, perseverance and ability in doing what has been 
ea planned for them. This willing spirit has helped inno s/éghé de- 
gr to secure the good results we have obtained. 
‘ I have tried to plan the work so that the practical side of 
=o Bee in. would be combined with theoretical and technical know- 
ledge. Using cer tain combinations of colors, in the abstract, or 

drawing correctly with brush and pencil, is one thing ; and- 
Wie. planning the furnishings of ‘a room, according to certain direc- 
il Sons given, is quite a different problem. 
I think, ifthe children in our schools are so taught, that 
useful and so called ‘*common place,” every day objects can just 
as well be deautiful in shape and colors (as those of Japan are) 
as to be wgly, we shall have more beauty and good taste around 
. In the matter of clothes, it is just as easy and cheap to choose, 
_ those which are not only harmonious in color but 
oe alsot‘suit” the personal appearance oi the person who 
ears them, 7f one only has the necessary knowledge to do so. 
Ge p? We have studied Nature in her Autumn and in her Winter 
; 0 loring and manufactured objects, and have made designs for 
some of our ‘‘every day” things thinking always whether they 
na were or were xof adapted to’ their various uses. ‘We have studied 
color, color relations and combinations and have planned the 
As olorings of rooms—decorations and furnishings. Pictures and 
or. 
original sketches in pencil and in ink have also shared our at- 
“tention, The art and the achievements of the earlier nations 
ave been studied. 
Inthe Spring, work from Nature and design will occupy 
: i. ur time, together with more work in color. 
_ All schools, but one, are visited ozce in two weeks, each 
receiving a lesson from me. Special attention and care are 
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given to looking over and criticising all work done during the 
time which intervenes between my visits. I often select draw- 
ings for excellence in one or all of the following :—character, 
technique and appearance of sheet—and have them hung up _ be- 
fore the children. Thus they learn by seeing one another’s good 
work. ‘The children are encouraged to work at home and they 
often bring in work so done to be criticised. 

In the Fall, when the children were drawing from Nature, 
they were enthusiastic collectors of flowers, grasses and fruits. 
In one school, the pupils were so interested that the materiai 
brought in by them supplied not only theirown room but every 
other in the building. 

I wish each building might be supplied with photographs, 
prints, sketches, etc., to serve asa permanent collection and to be 
used not alone in drawing but in the other studies as well. This 
collection could be added to from time to time by cuttings, pic- 
tures, etc., from magazines and newspapers and would soon 
contain valuable and instructive material. We should be glad to 
do the mounting, if we had the pictures. Only one school has a 
little collection, and the corner devoted to the pictures, every one 
brought in by the children, is charming.

MaNnvuaL TRAINING. In accordance with the vote of your 
committee the west room in the Cochituate street building was 
arranged and equipped for a Sloyd school. Benches and tools 
were provided for a class of twenty. 

Mr. George E. Houghton, a graduate of the Sloyd Train- 
ing Schoul, Boston, and a teacher of sucessful experience, was 
secured to take charge of this school. 

The advantages of manual training are now offered to all the 
pupils in the Wilson and Eliot schools above the fifth grade and. 
to the bovs of the High school. In the grammar schools the girls 
take sewing while the boys take Sloyd. Sloyd isadapted to the 
needs of the girls as wellas of the boys and, from either a physi- 
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cal or educational point of view, is a better form of manual 
training than sewing. | 

Mr. Houghton has proved an intelligent and efficient teacher 
and the work in his school has been very satisfactory, some of the 
pupils having made remarkable progress. 

I hereby submit his report: 


: REPORT OF SLoYD SCHOOL. 
To the Superintendent of Schools: 


In makirg my report of Sloyd in the Natick schools, I will 
first state briefly what we aim to accomplish in this branch of 
education. 

The aimis to promote a harmonious development of the 
child. 

It is by some form of training through the hand that we 
are best able to accomplish this end. 

Wood Sloyd has proved to be the form of manual training 
best suited to this need. 

In order to make this report clearly understood, a few re- 
marks as to what Sloyd is not, will be in order. 

It is not a set of models or a prescribed course of exercises 
or a system of manual training for small children, neither is it 
the use of small tools for making small things or whittling. 

“‘Sloyd,” to quote Mr. Gustaf Larsson, of the Sloyd Training 
School is, ‘‘tool work so arranged and employed as to stimulate 
and promote vigorous, intelligent self activity for a purpose the 
worker recognizes as good.” 

This detinition shows that the aim is to make human lives 
more healthy, natural and happy, through active doing. 

Boys and girls are naturally active and, if taken at the right 
age, this activity may be guided in the proper channel and a great 
step be made in bettering their lives. 

By means of the healthy exercises which are a strong feature 
of the Sloyd system, combined with proper positions, the grow- 
ing body is kept in good form and the muscles well developed. 

The Sloyd room presents opportunities, for the boy to plan 
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out some useful article, and then by well arranged steps, to pro- 
ceed to make it with a considerable degree of accuracy. 

When the pupil can work by himself, thus depending upon 
his owneideas as to the proper mode of action, he is developing 
the important habit of independent thought. 

By so doing we have taken an important step in building 
the future man. 

We must not forget that the physical welfare of the boy is as 
important as the intellectual. 

In Sloyd we place these qualities together not neglecting 
either, and thus causing an all round development. 

As the boy makes something useful for himself,oras a eift, 
his thoughts while at work, must be good, thus the moral forces 
are stimulated. 

The making of orginal models will develop originality, 
which will be another step in the right direction. 

If these good qualities can be developed in the boys, and they 
most certainly are, I must express the hope that next year the 
girls may also receive this training in Sloyd. 

The outfit we have includes twenty Sloyd benches and a 
very complete set of tools. 

Twenty pupils have been found to be the largest number — 
that can. be properly taught at one time. 

The classes represented are the eighth and ninth grammar 
grades and High school. 

This being the first year of tool work the different classes 
were practically all beginners. 

Next year the different classes will be more defined. 

The subject of Sloyd was optional with the pupils this year ; 
all but two boys inthe eighth and ninth grammar grades are 
taking it. These grades have two hours a week each, during 
the regular school session, forming six classes. 

The pupils from the High school come outside the regular 
school session, the period being from two until four o’clock. 
Their percentage of attendance shows a deep interest in the 
work.

To choose by the Australian system of balloting 
the following officers: One Town Clerk, one Town Treas- 
urer, three Selectmen, one Auditor, one Highway Surveyor, 
one Tree Warden and Six Constables, all for one year; also 
one Assessor of Taxes, one Overseer of the Poor, one Water

7 aiiasioher, one Sewer Commissioner, one Sinking Fund 


Commissioner, two Members of the School Cornmittee and 
one Member of the Board of Health, all for three years; 
also one trustee of the Leonard Morse Hospital for seven years; 
also to answer by the Australian system of balloting the fol- 
lowing question: “Shall licenses for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors be granted in this town?” 


For the purpose specified in this article the poll will 
open immediately after the election of a Moderator and will 
remain open continuously until 4.30 o’clock P. M., when it 
may be closed, unless the meeting then assembled shall 
otherwise determine. 


Art. 3. To see how much money the town will grant 
for interest, existing liabilities and sinking funds; for roads, 
bridges and culverts; for operating the stone crusher; for

Report of the Trustees of the Morse Institute. 


To the Citizens of Natick: 


The Trustees of the Morse Institute beg leave to offer the 
following report. The general administration of the Institue for 
the past year has been similar to that of the previous years. 
Two hundred and seventy five volumes bave been purchased and 
fifty volumes presented to the library, the reference department, 
however, received only a few additions. Ashas been stated in 
previous reports it is the purpose of your trustees to make the 
reference library a valuable adjunct to our schools of the higher 
grades. It is the rendezvous of the student and the specialist 
and should contain the best works in every line of research. 
The additional room required in consequence of the increase in 
our circulating department had necessarily encroached upon the 
space devoted to the reading room in the second story to such an 
extent that it was deemed advisable to consolidate all the reading 
ruoms on the first floor. A public library, like any other insti- 
tution, must be 1un according to the most practical modern 
methods. 

Once a book catalogue was considered indispensable. Now 
our best libraries have adopted the card catalogue. A book 
catalogue is never complete, as all new books must constitute a 
supplementary list. With the card system new cards areadded as 
new books are bought. Our last book catalogue was printed in 
1882, and a new supplement was issued in 1894. The intelli- 
gent patrons of our library deplore the very unsatisfactory con- 
dition of our catalogues and frequently express themselves in 
terms of strong disapproval 
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It is hoped that at a very early date an appropriation may 
be made by the town to meet this present pressing need. For 
more detailed information in reference to.the management of the 
library we refer you to the report of the librarian herewith sub- 
mitted. We also invite your attention to the accompanying re- 
port of the Treasurer.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 


To the Trustees of the Morse Institute Library, 


Gentlemen :— 


I have the honor to submit to you the annual report 
of the library for the year ending Jan. 31, 1900. This is 
the eleventh yearly report it has been my privilege to make, and 
I am pleased to announce a large increase in all departments of 
the library work during these years. To compare two consecu- 
tive years’ work and see but little gain is not very encouraging, 
but to look back eleven years to a circulation of 26,094 com- 
pared with this. year’s work 39,365 the substantial gain is real- 
ized. ‘The circulation has fallen off a little during the last two 
months when the largest number is usually reached. This is 
due undoubtedly to the open winter which offers opportunities 
for bicycling, skating and other outdoor amusements. A second 
cause is the steady employment this winter. 

Of the number of volumes added during the year 275 have 
been acquired by purchase, 30 by binding periodicals and 50 by 
gift. A list of the donors is appended to this report. 40 vol- 
umes have been withdrawn, being too much worn for further 
circulation. 8 were of so permanent value they were replaced. 
During the twenty-six years a large number of books have worn 
out that have not been replaced. They are called forowing to 
the fact that the titles still appear in the catalogues. 

The attention of the public has been called to new acces- 
sions, through the three local papers by the kindness of their edi- 
tor, by displaying the books on shelves in the delivery hall, one 
shelf for books for adult readers, the other for children, and by a 
written lists containing the latest books.

The number of books bound and rebound increases yearly. 
The publishers do not give as durable bindings as formerly, and 
it is necessary to send new books to the bindery when they have 
been in use but a few months. Many old books are so much 
worn they will not hold the sewing. Thc carelessness of the 
children has become very noticeable since the town furnish 
school books. They seem to feel the books are not personal 
property so use them as roughly as they wish, and when they are 
gone more will be supplied. 

The necessity of a new card catalogue is imperative. The 
present one should be replaced by typewritten cards at an early 
date. The longer this is delayed the greater the work and ex- 
pense. The large catalogue issued in 1882 is so nearly gone 
that the disposal of a copy is impracticable. 

There have been several exhibitions of pictures, the Scrib- 
ner’s and Youth’s Companion original drawings were perhaps 
the two exhibits most enjoyed. 

The re-registration of borrowers was began in November 
and has proceeded rapidly the number having taken new cards 
up to February 1, 1900, being 1208. 

Owing to the lack of funds it was necessary to close the 
reading rooms on Sundays and holidays from May to October in- 
clusive. During the six months the rooms have been opened Mr. 
Bryant reports an average attendance of sixty-four on Sundays. 
The holiday attendance has always been very small. One fact 
is very noticeable that the visitors on Sunday are almost without 
exception’the people who come to read week days. 

In closing I wish to express thanks for the co-operation and 
encouragement the trustees have given me in the work under- 
taken.

The Trustees of the Leonard Morse Hospital have the honor 
to ‘make this their seventh annual report. 


Bes It was stated in their last report that the Leonard Morse 
ib.

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spect the hospital after it was finished, not one was found whos 
had the slightest unfavorable criticism to make of it. There 
seemed to be substantially a unanimity of opinion that in the 
location, design, construction, furnishing, and equip sns the 
very best result had been secured. Certainly the Trustees have 
from the beginining of their work had but one object in view, 
and that object has been, as was stated in their first report, ‘‘that. 
the wish of the town’s generous benefactress, as expressed in her 
will, ‘that a good and substantial hospital be built and established,” 
be fully realized and faithfully carried out, so far, at least, as. 
they were charged and entrusted with the duty of seeing that it 
was done.” They cannot but feel that they have, in a measure 
at least, succeeded in accomplishing the object they have had so 
steadily in view, although they might wish for more or better 
success in this respect. 

They cannot but feel also that Natick has now an institution 
of its own, the equal at least of any of its kindin the State; one in 
which every right minded person should feel a pride and a deep. 
interest. The credit for it is, of course, wholly dye, and should. 
be forever freely given. to Mary Ann Morse, the founder of it,. | 
and to her husband, Leonard Morse, in whose memory. it was. 
established. They both cherished during their lives the greatest 
good will and affection for the town in which they lived so many: 
years, and the testimony of their regard is to be found in the will. 
of Mrs Morse. ‘The trustees feel assured that, if Mr. and Mrs.. 
Morse were permitted to return and see what has been done and 
what is being done for the benefit of the sick with the fruits of 
their long, industrious, simple, and frugal lives, they would feel 
that they had builded better even than they knew, and that their 
lives here had not been lived in vain. 

But while the hospital has been built and a coniderable in- 
vested fund remains the income from which is to be applied to its 
maintenance and support, still the income from this source is not 
sufficient to support it, the net income from such fund during the 
year ending January 1, 1900, being but $5,506,—while the run- 
ning expenses of the hospital for nine months ending at the same. 
time were $6,149.44. Much misunderstanding and much. 
misinformation in this respect have been the cause of much an- 
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ance to the RE and of no little injury to the hospital. 
- coh [t has s been claimed, and the claim persisted in, that any citizen 
_ town has the absolute right to the full and free use and 
efit of the hospital without regard to his ability or inability to 
* ‘ or the same. Of course, nothing could be more absurd. It 
mig ‘ht as well be claimed that any citizen has the absolute right 
o take up his permanent abode at the town farm, or to call on 
Eire > town for his support elsewhere free of anite, even though 
abi undantly able to care for and support himself. Those who 
ic +hoose to avail themselves of the privilege of the hospital and are 
= to pay the expenses or any part of the expenses incurred by 
e hospital i in their behalf, have no just cause of complaint, and 
hier 4 is no reason in the nature of things why they should not be 
ed to make the payment in order that the hospital may be 
to able furnish care free to those who are unable to pay for it. It 
et certainly be a gross misapplication ofa charitable fund to 
ipply it or any part of it to the use and benefit of persons whose 
ircumstances were such that they did not need it. The—town of 
ndoubtedly owns the hospital and all of the property 
cted with it, but it owns it only and simply as a trustee to 
ad inister it as a charity under and in accordance with the terms 
Lg ‘the will of Mrs. Morse, the material clause of which reads as 
~ follows : 
; Sixth. All the rest, residue,. and remainder of my estate, 
een or mixed, I give, devise and bequeath unto the in- 
tants of Natick, in their corporate capacity, for 
_ purpose of erecting, establishing and maintaining 
h Is Beat in said town for the reception and treatment of 
esc ns who may need medical or surgical attendance during 
my rary sickness or injury, upon such terms and under’ such 
es and regulations as the trustees of said hospital may from 
vat time make for the goverment of the same. Said hospital 
val be erected by, and shall be under the care, control and 
anagement of, a board of trustees consisting of seven persons, 
ho shall be inhabitants of said town and be chosen by the legal 
. thereof as follows: the whole board shall be chosen at the 
| .: ction, one to serve for seven years, one for six years, one 
fiv 2 years, one for four years, one for three years, one for two

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years, and one for one year, and thereafter one each year to serve for 
seven years ; and in case a vacancy shall occur in said board from 
any cause, said vacancy shall be filled by the remaining 
members of said board until the next annual election of said 
town, when said vacancy shall be filled at said election. The 
hospital shall be called the Leonard-Merse-Hospital, and-a-tablet © 
shall be placed-in- some:suitable place therein. with this inscrip- 
tion thereon, ‘‘This Hospital..was--established in)’ memory of 
Leonard Morse by his widow, Mary Ann’ Morse.” 

The amount of the funds remaining after said hospital shall 
have been built and established shall be safely invested by said 
trustees in their own names, and the income thereof shall be 
used for the maintenance and support of said hospital in such 
manner as said trustees may deem best. 3 

It is my wish that agood and substantial hospital be built 
and established, having due regard to the amount which may be 
received under this legacy ; but I deem it inexpedient to attach 
any conditions to this gift or to impose any unnecessary restric- 
tions or limitations on the authority of the said trustees, having 
full confidence that the town in which my husband and myself 
lived so many years, and for which we both cherished the great- 
est good-will and affection, will choose only suitable and proper 
persons to act as trustees, and that trustees so chosen will at all 
times act with fidelity, discretion, and judgment, and for the best 
interest of all concerned in all matters pertaining to said trust. 

In administering a charity of the magnitude of the one 
mentioned, it is plain that the greatest good will come to the 
greatest number if business methods and:business principles are 
adopted and adhered to in the conduct of its affairs. There 
must be system. There must be method. There must be rules 
and regulations, and these rules and regulations should be as far 
as possible general in their application, sothat no question of 


favoritism or distinction of persons or classes of persons can ever 
arise under them. For the government of the hospital, there- 
fore, the trustees, under the authority conferred upon them by 
the will, after much thought and careful consideration, have 
made and adopted the following rules and regulations, which 
are published for the information of the public, and which are to 
be observed and enforced until duly changed or altered. 
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RULES AND REGULATIONS OF THE LEONARD 
MORSE HOSPITAL, NATICK, MASS. 


SUPERINTENDENT. 


The Superintendent of the Hospital shall be an educated 
nurse, trained in executive duty. Subject to the trustees, she 
shall have the whole responsibility of the conduct of the hospitals 
of the nursing service and the training of nurses, and of the exe- 
cution of all directions given them by the attending physicians 
and surgeons ; and shall have sole oversight of the housekeeping 
in all its departments, and be responsible for the orderly condi- 
tion of the household and its work. 

She shall have the power of appointment and removal of all 
employees under her direction. 

She shall keep an account of all furniture and hospital prop- 
erty ; she shall keep such accounts as are placed in her charge, 


-of all money received and expended by her, and shall render a 


monthly statement thereof to the trustees. 

She shall take charge of all money and other personal 
effects belonging to patients, shall keep a record of the same in a 
book provided for that purpose, and shall take a receipt for the 
same when returned to the patients. When a patient dies she 
shall furnish the trustees with an inventory of all the effects and 
the trustees shall direct their disposal. 

She shall purchase provisions and supplies of all kinds, ex- 
amine them when received, and be responsible for their proper 
quantity, quality and cost, and for their proper care and econ- 
omical use. 

She shall keep memoranda of breakage or losses occasioned 
by the patients or otherwise, and she is directed to require pay- 
ment for any article carlessly injured or broken, and to make 
a report each month to the trustees. 

She shall keep a record of all gifts received at the hospital. 

She shall receive all patients recommended for admission, 
in the manner directed by the trustees. 

She shall see that the proper surety is furnished for the pay- 
ment of hospital charges, and shall assign patients to appropri- 
ate beds or rooms. 
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She shall keep a register of all patients admitted, noting the 
particulars of the same, filling out the bed card, etc., in the man- 
ner provided. When a recommendation is received for the dis- 
charge of a patient, she shall act upon the same, and shall attend 
to the settlement of the patient’s accounts. 

She shall keep a record of the discharge, and, on the part 
of the hospital, see that the removal is made with all the care the 
patient’s conaition may require. 

She shall see that all patients receive proper attention on 
admission, that everything necessary is done for their care and 
comfort under the direction of the attending physician; or of the 
physician or surgeon by whom the patients have been sent, and 
that all proper care is given during their stay in the hospital. 

She shall report to the trustees monthly the names and con- 
ditions of all patients remaining in the hospital more than four 
weeks. 

She shall send for the physician or surgeon in attendance in 
all cases of emergency, or if he cannot be found, for some other 
member of the medical staff. 

When the condition of a patient becomes dangerous she 
shall immediately notify the friends and relatives of such patient. 

Upon the death of a patient she shall immediately give’ 
written notice to the family or friends requesting them to make. 
proper arrangements for removal. No body shall be removed 
between the hours of 6 P. M. and 7 A. M. She shall keep a 
copy of notice sent to relatives of deceased patients. Upon de- 
livery of the body to the friends or the undertaker she shall take 
a receipt therefor. | 

No instrument, apparatus, book or other property belonging 
to the hospital shall be taken therefrom without her consent, and 
she shall keep a record of all articles so taken. 

She shall daily visit and inspect the wards, kitchen, taunee 
and all other departments of the hospital. 

The superintendent is requested to discourage conversation 
at her table and in every other place, either in the hospital or 
outside, upon all topics in the nature of gossip about any patient. 


Any nurse or servant who disregards this injunction shall be 
liable to be discharged.

VISITING PrrysICIANS.

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He shall report to the superintendent all cases where symp- 
_ toms become serious or dangerous; and ‘when the condition of 
a patient warrants it, shall recommend discharge, noting the 
patient’s condition, in writing, on the bedcard in the manner pro- 
vided. 

He shall also report to the superintendent all cases of ne- 
glect or inefficiency observed by him, on the part of subordinate 
officers, nurses or other attendants or servants. 

It shall be the duty of the physician in attendance to call in 
consultation one or more of the members of the staff in all cases 
of severe accident and those requiring capital operations; and it 
shall be the duty of the consulting surgeon or surgeons, when 
called, not only to give advice, but to either assist at or perform 
the operation, when so requested by the physician in attendance, 
and in grave cases they may be invited to take charge of the 
patient. .When deemed necessary by the attending physician 
and at least one other member of the staff, other physicians and 
surgeons may be called in consultation provided it be done with- 
out expense to the hospital. 

No surgical operation shall be performed without the con- 
sent of the patient or those in authority over them, when such 
consent can be obtained. Incases in which such consent cannot be 
obtained, a record of the reasons shall be made; and in all oper- 
ations of a grave character, information of the nature of the 
operation and the danger attending it shall be given to the pa- 
tient if able to receive it, or to those in authority, if their pres- 
ence can be obtained. 

No operation of a dangerous character shall be performed 
without the consent of at least two members of the medical staff. 

The physician in attendance shall see that no autopsy is 
made within ten hours after notice of death has been sent, unless 
with the express consent of the family or friends of the deceased, 
nor at any time when it shall have been expressly prohibited by 
the patient or by the family or friends. He shall enter every 
autopsy ina post mortem register kept for the purpose, giving 
name of deceased, date of death, notice of examination, whether 
consent was obtained or not, and by whom the autopsy was 
made and what it revealed. 
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No attending physician or surgeon shall receive a fee or any 
pecuniary compensation from any patient in a public ward. 


.PATIENTS. 


Applications for admission must be made to the superin- 
tendent at the hospital. 

Patients will be admitted to the hospital upon the recom- 
mendation of any member of the medical staff, or any other repu- 
table physician, subject to the rules of admission and the approv- 
al of the trustees. Insuch cases satisfactory arrangements shall 
be made with reference to payment of hospital charges. 

Patients will be admitted on each day of the week, Sunday 
excepted, between the hours of 9 and 11 A. M. Emergency cases 
and persons accidentally wounded or otherwise disabled who are 
taken directly from the place of accident, shall be received into 
the hospital at any hour by day or night if proper cases for hos- 
pital treatment. The rate to be paid shall be determined as soon 
as possible thereafter in accordance with the rules of the hospital. 

Patients may be admitted to the hospital at such rates as the 
trustees may from time to time determine. Payments are to be 
secured by the employer or friends of the patient, by the authori- 
ties of the place where the patient belongs or by the deposit of 


the amount of two weeks charges, or more if deemed necessary. 


When in the opinion of the trustees the circumstances of the ap- 
plicant require it a whole or part of the charges may be remitted. 
The agreement for the stipulated payment shall be in writing in 
the form provided. 

Patients paying ten dollars and fifty cents per week may be 
admitted to the public wards; all patients in public wards shall 
be regarded as beneficiaries of the hospital. No patient shall 
occupy a free bed more than six weeks except by special per- 
mission of the trustees. Patients desiring private rooms will be 
admitted upon special terms in each case. 

The price of a private room does not include professional 
attendance. <A patient paying for a private room may select as 


professional attendant any one of the physicians connected with 
the hospital, and must arrange with him in regard to his compen- 
sation before admission to the hospital or on his first visit there- 
after. 


] 
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The superintendent is authorized to make special terms for 
patients in private rooms requiring extra nursing, and requiring 
expensive medical and surgical supplies for their treatment. 

Persons suffering from insanity, contagious diseases, acute 
venereal diseases, or persons having delirium tremens shall not 
be admitted. 

No person shall be admitted to the hospital whose case is 


adjudged incurable, unless there be urgent symptoms which are 


deemed capable of being relieved. 

Any patient who prefers, can have a homeopathic physician 
if practicable. 

Whenever any patient shall be removed from the hospital 
without the approval of the attending physician, the superintend- 
ent shall require from the person assuming the responsibility of 
the removal a written statement to that effect. 

Patients must be in the hospital except when allowed to go 
out by the physician or superintendent. 

Patients either disorderly or disobedient may be discharged 
at the discretion of the superintendent. 

Patients may be visited by clergymen of their own selection. 

Visitors to patients will be admitted on each week day after- 
noon from 2 to 8 o’clock ; and on Wednesday evening from 7 to 
8 o’clock. 

No patient will be allowed to see more than two visitors on 
the same day. Incase of dangerous illness friends may visit the 
patient at any time by permission of the superintendent. No 
visitor shall take a meal at the hospital, nor remain over. night 
without permission of the superintendent. 

The attending physician, or the superintendent by his in- 
structions or in his absence, may at any time exclude visitors 
from any patient when this seems advisable for the patient’s wel- 
fare. ; 

Visitors are especially cautioned that nothing shall be 
brought to the hospital for patients, without the permission of 
the superintendent. 


JANITOR AND ENGINEER. 


The janitor and engineer, who is under the authority of the 
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seer ntendent, has charge of the heating and ventilation of the 
nospit al, and shall endeavor to keep the wards, halls and other 
ooms at the prescribed temperature. He shall see thatthe gas, 
é ect icity and water are properly regulated and not wasted or 
un ecessarily used, and that the hospital grounds are suitably 
fe ared for. 
va He shall assist in the moving and the care of patients and 
- att tend to such other matters about the hospital as the superin- 
ibe 
, tendent may require. He shall not leave the hospital grounds 
A without the knowledge and consent of the superintendent. He 
bie shall see that all doors and windows are secured, and that the
